Rome, March 6. The 2 Uhuic es, delu'smima of 
the Germans, and St. Antouio of the Portugurze, 
have been thuc up fince the .dainiiseors of them 
refus'd to fuffer the Apeftolical V tiatuer : And 
reported thofe Acminittra‘ors fence the Keys of the 
faid Cherches to their Sovcragns, wh:: they were 
inform'd the Pope had fegu:ft.r'd the Revenucs of 
them. The oth r Churches, viz. that of St. Louis 
of the French, St. Jago cf ‘he Spaniards, and that 
della Madonna de Moutfeirat are fti!! open, and the 
Divine Service is continued in them ; their Admini- 
ftrators having protefted that they will not refufe to 
be vifited, and to render an account of their Ma- 
of the R: venues, if their Soveraigns will 
corfent oir. Several Congregations have been held 
on this Affair. 
From the Paris Gazerte, dated March 20. 
Venice, Feb. 17. Letters from che Breflan advife, 
that 2 Imperis] Regiments, one of Foor, the other of 
Horfe, thac were pofted ac Santa Eufemia and at 
evato near Brefcia, on the Canai that comes thither 
fr Gavardo, were march’d from thence for the 
Veroneze, taking their Way abour the Lake of Guar- 
da, *Tis beliew’d their Genersls took this Refoluri- 
on, becaufe the Sulders dete:ted contiqwally for 
Wane of Subfiftance ; and "tis eafy to judge they 
fuff:r'd much, hardly any of h m having Shooes or 
Suckings. Th fe Letters add, that 4000 Pioneers 
of the Milaneze, were drawn t gether at Palazzuo- 
lo, and were to march down into che Mantuan, to 
rerair “he Breaches made by the Overflowing of the 
Rivers in the Banks of the Oglio. th> Po, ard the 
Mincio. They write from the Polcfines, that the 
Number of the French Troops there, is at prefent 
encreas'd to above 3000 Men; tha’ ‘he Count de 
M davy was expected at la Badia wich a: oherc n- 
fiderable Body ; and that the Fr.nch had Isid a 
Bridge on the Adige, in order to fend over it Provi- 
fions for ftoring a Magazine that they inrend to erect 
on this fide. The Imperialifts often appear along 
the Adige, tho’ in {mall Numbers ; their greareft Bo- 
dy being fill in she Trenvin, and in the Valley of 
Polifella, a litle Detachment excepted which they 
have at San Martino below Verona ; and the Regi- 
mrtof Palfi which is extended to Caldero firuate 
a Lexgue on this fide of Zevio on the Adige, and to 
the Places adjacent. 
Frm rhe Paris Gazette, dated March 27. 
Venice, March 6. Letiers from the Breffan a'vife, 
tha: the Imperial:fts make frequent Excurfions for

ed themfelves with 60 Car-luads of Hay, with 
which that lown cffcr’d to furnith them. They 
wiite trom Legnago, that 4 Barks full of French 
Soldiers, were fallen down the Tartaro to the Pole- 
fines, where Men are kept conftan ly at work to 
foruity la Badia, Caftel Baldo, Mafi, and ocher Pofts 
of which the French are poffelsd in thole Paris; 
that the Count de Medavy was come to take @ 
View of thofe Pofts, and that he had given Dire @ti- 
ons for making great Magazines at la Badia. On 
the other Hand, the Imperial Collonel Pate having 
march d with 400 Horfe towards Ja Rabiofa, firuace 
to the Northward of Caftel-Baldo, had caus'd 
2 Forts to be built at the Ends of 2 Bridges thar are 
on that River. Thofe Imperialitts have fince be.n 
reinforc’d by 1500 Men, that are to be fuliow'd by 
oOhers; and fume Paries of French have advanc’d 
to take a View of thofe Works. 600 Germans have 
alf potted themfelves at the Bridge delle Gradanighe 
fame River, and have entrench’d themfel:es 
there with trees, Waggons, and Barrils fiil'd with 
Stones. Advices that are juft arriv’d import, that 
1500 Germans are march’d down tu Menerbe, @ 
League on this fide Legnago; that the French 
Troops are encreas’d proportionably in the Pole fines ; 
and that thofe they had at Villafranca on this fide of 
Valeggio, were marching towards the Polefnes,

Milan, March 20. We are buf. in recruiting out 
Infantry, which will corGft of 16 Batrallions fides 
Swifs and Grifons. On Thurfday ] ft a Regiment 
of Spaniards march’d from hence for Piemont. The 
fame Day, 700 Men were fent from h nce to Final, 
there to be embark'd for S;ain. 108 Pi ces of Can- 
non, and 50 Mortars, with a great Quanrity of 
Ammunitions, are fent to Crefcentino and Ch ves, 
to be employ’d in the Siege of Turin. reporved 
the Imperialifts have receiv'd a Succour of 4eco 
Men, and that they will form 2 Armies ; one to be 
commanded by Prince Eugene of Savoy, and the 
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other by Count Reventlau. Count Steinau, Gene- 
ral of the Forces of the Republick of Venice in the 
Terra-firma, is to form an Army to cover the Fron- 
tiers of Republick. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 30. 
Haguenau, March 22. The Enemy give out, that 
they have prepar’d all things neceifary tor the Execu- 
tion of a Defign, aifoon as che Marfhal de Villars 
fhall. arrive from Paris. On our fide, we are pree 
ard to give them a good Recepiion, and Fort- 
is {till clefely block’d up. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 26. 
They write from ‘the Upper Rhine, that the 
Prince of Baden having Inteitigence the French were 
preparing to open tie Campaign very carly, had 
acquainted the Prince of Heile Darmftad therewith, 
who had revurn’d Anfwer that bis Troops weie 
ready to march at the firtt Notice. ’Tis not known 
yet whether the\i'roops of Hanover will { rve on the 
Upper Rhine or in Brabant : The Pruiian Troops 
continue their march through the Tirolefe for Italy, 
and. will fpecdily be follow'd by Palatins. 
Great Magazines are provided, for {ubfifting chofe 
‘Troops. 
Fiom the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April 2.. 
, Francfort, March 26, The Circle of Swabia affem- 
bled ar Memmingen, are taken up with finding out 
Means for fending their Contingent to the Army of 
the Empire compleat, and for turnifhing their Pofts 
on the Frontier with every thing neceifary to binder 
the French from making an Invafion into their Cir- 
cle, as they threaten. The EleCtor Palatin has not. 
fied to the Diet of the Empire, that he wit fend 14 
Battalions and 13 Squadrons to the Army of the 
Empire, befides the iLroops he fends to Italy. But 
the King of Pruilia has fignified, chac the Varin Po- 
Jand will hot permit him co fend to the Rhine the 
Troops he intended. The Troops of Hanover are 
preparing to march down from the Rhine to the 
aefe. 
the Amfterdam Gazette, dated March 
Pars, March t5.. The Duke de Roquelaure fet 
eur from hence the 13th for Montpelicr ; whence 
they. write the 6ch of this Mourh,-tha:a Perfon 
call’d Solomon and 2 other Camifars tha: were re- 
turn’d into the Sevennes, had been ficzd, and con- 
demn’d, the firft to be burnt alive; ihe ovhers to be 
harg’d ; and that they were execured,.be 5h, and 
faffer'd with great Refolution. Some Letters from 
Strasbourg fay, that fome Perfons baying ob:ain’d 
Paffports for fending Wines from thence down the 
Rhine co Ho!land, pus among che reft 28 Casks with 
Partitions in the middle, in the lower part of which 
Casks they had ftow'd Salc, Bacon, and falred 
Fleth, which in the Night were landed at Fort- 
Louis. 


Falmouth, March 25. Yefterday was fent in as 
Prize the Mary Anne, being one of Eight Sail which 
were taken on the 21ft Inft:nt near Bell-Ifle by 2 
fmall Caper of Four Guns of Jerfey, all bound 
from Bourdeaux. This Day the Queen Anne 
Privateer of Flufhing came in from Crufing 
without purchafe ; the Caprain reports, that on the 
23d Inftanc he was Chac'd off of Sicily ‘by one of 
Eleven Sail’ of French Men of War, that were 
Crnfing off that Ifland : And I now hear Bieven 
Sail of tall Ships were feen off che Lizard laft Nighr, 
aiid are thought: co be the fame Squadron.
